Owensboro, Sept 21 — Abolish 
the many "useless" offices in the- 
state. do awa^y with the fee sys- 
tem of paying county ofticers and 
hmit salaries in counties with 
certain tax vahi^tipns to a niaxi- 
mum of $2,000 a year and make 
tlie salary lower in counties? with 
lower valuations. Henry S. Hen y. 
of O\vensl»>ro, vice president of 
the Kentucky Farm Bureau Fed- 
eiatipn. today told the anunal 
convention ol tlie Comity Indp,c'-. 
of the state. lie advocated ap- 
pointment of a commission •>f 
five persons — not ]ioliticians — to 
decide what offices are unncc-s- 
sary and urged amendment of 
the' state consxitution to do away 
with the lee system. 

Mr. Berry reviewed the rise in 
land value dur in ii" tlio war and 
the drop when values of farm 
products slumped afterward, as- 
.serting that taxes and the means 
of {jcttinj; the motiey to v>ay them 
was cansinj^ the farmers mtich 
concern. 

Ainonji i>ti|(i- tliiny> In- .'kIvo- 
calcd an ciTort made with "cau- 
tion and wisdom, free from mal- 
ice atid >i)it<'." to li-t all ]>r(.]ierty 
in the state lor ta.xation. lie said 
that he nnclerstootl that the total 
value of propcrtv in the -.tatc 
was estimated at live l)illiou <iol- 
lars of which about half is not 
li-.te<l for taxation. 

The speaker sunl that he ad 
written to a number of proini- 
nent men and editors dm tlu- >ub 
ject and quoted Lieutenant ( lov- 
ernor Ballard as sayinjj that 
•personaTly. I absolutely aj^ree 
with yon that in the state we 
have entirely too many office- 
holders., all of whom get entirely 
luo m.uch money. es])ecially --o 
wlierc fees are alloue«l. i thinl; 
the whole administration system 
of ihr state and most states that 
I know of., is ver\- had indeed. 1 
bflieve our cities all cost two or 
three times as much to rim as 
they should and I think our 
streets cost a great deal more 
than they should, aufl altofrether 
I think our cities and couniies 
are very badly governed." 

*'\\'e have a liantlful of oflice- 
holders, com[)aralively speaking," 
said Mr. Berry, "and hundreds of 
thousands i> taxjiayers. Tn the 
past this handful has dominated 
the j)ef)ple of both political par- 
ties and have had the >i)ending of 
the taxes. rhese hundreds of 
thousands have had to dig up the 
taxes. Now I i)rt)pose with yom* 
help to have these thousands con- 
trol the policies and expenditures 
and make these office-olders pub- 
lic servants to work under the 
direction of the taxpayers.* 

The constitution of Kentucky, 
the speaker said, was made in 
1891 to 1893 and fees for various 
offices were fixed on the vahta- 
tions of that time. Since then, he 
said, property values have in- 
creased 400 to 500 per cent. He 
declared that the great number 
of men .seeking' pu1)Iic office were 
not d.<jing:,so for patriotic ^iiotives 
but because they' coiiW'' nvake 
more than in private life. 

He cited the Owensboro city 
government as an economical 
form. The city clerk, he said, 
draws $2,000 a year and is assist - 
eA4jy a numlicr of yoimg women 
at ni<)(]erate salarie-- ami yet this 
office keeps all hooks and ac- 
counts and collects nearly $500,- 
000 a \ car in taxes, water and 
light bills. 

The law. he said, allows sher- 
ilts eight per cent <>n the first 
S5,00(> collectetl and four per cent 
on the remamder. but in no case 
more than $5,000 a year, hut he 
added, he was informed that thej 
Daviess county sheriff's oftice is 
worth $15,000 a year net and 
"iliat while it is a vif)lation of the 
law, every sheriff in the state is 
4fHmg -Ikewise an<l that there was 
a of the - herilTs of the state 

so )>trong thai there was no pros- 
ecution to make a s^eiriff refund." 

The tax ct)mmissioner's office 
in Daviess county pays $8,500 a 
year, he says, and "it is said tlie 
county clerk office is now worth 
around $10,0(X) per annum. The 
circuit clerk's office is worth al- 
mpst as nuich." Tie added that 
wh?t concerned t(;ie taxpayers is 
y/ity ^*we should be cojoipelled to 
oay |he 9>an who wins these of- 
l^ces several times, more in an 
official capacity, than such could 
or ever di4 earn in a private ca- 
pacity." He expressed the belief 
that any man in the last race in 
his^COtuUy could be hired in pri- 
/jwtec lite for from $1,500 to $2,000 
a yeaa -'and be glad to get the

efficient administration." 

"What is the remedy?" he add- 
ed.

In 
other counties where the valua- 
tions are much lower make them 
lower. Let all fees from any 
source alter paying for' running 
offices go into the state and coun- 
ty treasuries.
